49 Of 76 Aboard Ditched Plane Plucked From Atlantic

LONDON l/P) — Battling 
raging seas, rescuers today 
plucked from the North At­ 
lantic 
49 
survivors 
of a 
ditched chartered airliner 
carrying American service­ 
men and their families. A 
grim search continued for 
21 others — including two 
children— still missing. 
Only six bodies have been 
recovered. 
A massive international 
air-sea mercy fleet converg­ 
ed on the crash scene 500 miles 
west of Ireland. 


The British Air Ministry 
said five of the six rafts 
carried by the Flying Tiger 
airliner had been accounted 
for. Radio reports that more 
survivors were sighted cling­ 
ing to another raft were be­ 
ing investigated. 


One rescue ship radioed she 
had sighted a raft but as dark­ 
ness fell no further word was 
received and hope faded. 
Gale winds and heavy seas 
nlso hampered rescue opera­ 
tions as seaplanes were pre­ 
vented from letting down on 
the water. 
The four-engine Super Con­ 
stellation took off from Mc­ 
Guire Airport, N. J., Sunday 
bound for Germany and ditch­ 
ed at 10:12 p.m. after the pilot 
radioed three of the engines 
failed. 
The Swiss ship Celerina ra-| 
dioed that she had picked up 
the 49 survivors. 


The survivors — some in­ 
jured and all of them suf­ 
fering from shock — were 
transferred from the Celer­ 
ina to the Canadian aircraft 
carrier Bonaventure by heli­ 
copter.

radioed 
that she was proceeding toward 
Ireland while the survivors re­ 
ceived medical care in her sick 
bay. The carrier expected to 
land the people at Shannon by 
helicopter Tuesday night.

REPORT TO MARI N 
Be rlin Still Sho ws 
The Scars O f War

BERLIN (Thu rsday) — If you 
can keep from crying as you 
view Berlin, you are a b rave 
person. 
The ru ins of World War II 
have b een partially removed, 
b u t there are plenty of them 
here yet. At one point. 3.000 
Allied b omb ers attacked with­ 
in one and one-half hou rs and 
decimated it; 40.000 pe o pl e 
were killed. 
The Marin Ex ecutiv e Dele- j 
gation to the 
USSR toured 
both West and East Berlin 
today . There are ruins in 
both — and much rebuild­ 
ing in both. 
West Berlin is now b u ilding 
ab ou t 23,000 apartments per 
year, all privately financed. 
They claim to have West Ber­ 
lin 80 per cent reb u ilt, b u t 
there is a lot of destru ction yet 
apparent. 
I mu st add that immense 
strides have also b een made in 
East Berlin. On b oth sides, 
apartment hou se constru ction 
seems to have b een the chief 
sou rce of pride. On the Wrest. 
we have data; on the E^st, we 
looked b u t have little actu al 
data. 
The Wall and East Berlin ( 
made a deep impression on all 
of u s. We had b een well in­ 
doctrinated b y ou r State De­ 
partment to rememb er that on 
the other side of the Iron Cu r­ 
tain we are gu ests and shou ld 
condu ct ou rselves as we wou ld 
expect ou r own gu ests to act. 
I will therefore only say that 
going to East Berlin has b een 
a memorab le experience. 
One reason for the wall 
may have b een that compari­ 
sons b etween East and West 
were too easy. Prob ab ly the 
main reason for it was, how­ 
ever. that three million peo­ 
ple defected from East to 
West b efore it was b u ilt and

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. OJPD— 
A state’s rights battle appear­ 
ed to be shaping up here today 
at the annual convention of 
the American Bankers Assn. 
The fight could be touched 
off by an exhaustive report 
sent to the White House last 
week that calls for the first 
major overhaul of the nation’s 
banking system since 19 33. 
The report prepared under 
the direction of comptroller of 
the currency James J. Saxon 
contains sweeping recommen­ 
dations that would greatly ex­ 
pand the lending and branch­ 
ing powers of federally chart­ 
ered banks. 
The report supplied the chief 
topic of discussion for some 
7 ,500 delegates at the second 
day of the four-day ABA con­ 
vention in this resort city. 
Commercial bankers tended 
to favor many of the recom­ 
mendations contained 
in 
it, 
but state bankers were critical 
of some of its features which 
they feel would weaken their 
competitive position in rela­ 
tion to national banking in­ 
stitutions. 
State banking officials took 
sharpest issue with the pro­ 
posals that wTould grant nation­ 
al banks broader lending auth­ 
ority and permit them to estab­

ABC Is Good For Papers, 
Readers And Advertisers 


Ev ery o nce in a while we like to call 
y o ur attentio n to an unique o rganiza­ 
tio n, a natio nwide o rganizatio n which 
perfo rms a serv ice o f self-regulatio n to 
a great industry . 
We are speaking o f the Audit Bureau 
o f Circulatio n, better k n o w n as the 
ABC. Its purpo se is to pro v ide accurate 
info rmatio n o n ho w many co pies o f a 
newspaper, magazine o r o ther publica­ 
tio n are actually purchased; no t printed, 
purchased. 
This is a three-way arrangement be­ 
tween the publishers, the adv ertisers 
and y o u, the readers. It's purpo se is to 
benefit all three. 
Here’s ho w: 
Befo re ABC land so metimes s t i l l , 
amo ng publicatio ns which do n’t belo ng 
to ABC), claims o f circulatio n were fan­ 
tastic. So metimes the number o f papers 
printed were cited. Other times, num­ 
bers o f papers circulated were claimed 
as the net paid circulatio n, altho ugh no 
pro o f was giv en as to ho w many o f them 
were paid fo r. 
Ho w many paid readers a publicatio n 
has is impo rtant to an adv ertiser be­ 
cause it has been clearly demo nstrated 
that a reader is mo re interested in so me­ 
thing he buy s than in so mething giv en 
to him. He's interested eno ugh to put 
o ut his mo ney fo r it. 
This is no t po ssible, o f co urse, in the 
radio industry o r in the telev isio n indus­ 
try , where they make fantastic claims o f 
“ readership,” claims that no o ne can 
pro v e o r dispro v e. 
This is also no t po ssible with o ther 
ty pes o f adv ertising, like billbo ards o r 
streetcar po sters, o r ev en the junk mail 
y o u receiv e in y o ur mailbo x . There is no 
way to sho w adv ertisers what “ reader­ 
ship*’ any o f these adv ertising metho ds 
pro duce. 
But ABC pro v ides this fo r printed 


publicatio ns. With a careful auditing 
sy stem, carried o n independently but 
with publishers’ co o peratio n, net paid 
circulatio n figures are av ailable fo r ad­ 
v ertisers to kno w just what they are 
buy ing.

o ur ABC circulatio n remains at 28 ,7 02. 
No w what do es such ex actness mean? 
To the publisher, it means that his 
paper will be in fair co mpetitio n with 
o ther publicatio ns and no t inv o lv ed in 
circulatio n flights o f fantasy . 
To the adv ertiser, it means a so lid 
fo undatio n o n which to determine what 
space to buy , to co mpare rates and to 
co mpare results. 
To the reader, reading an ABC news­ 
paper means he is dealing with so lid, 
straight-fo rward business peo ple, that 
the adv ertisements in it are there be­ 
cause the adv ertiser kno ws what he is 
buy ing and wants to buy it. That giv es 
a reader kno wledge that as the adv er­ 
tiser can rely o n what the publisher 
say s, so can the reader rely o n what 
bo th the publisher and the adv ertiser 
say . 
Go o d business practices mean reliable 
businesses. The ABC is pro o f o f go o d 
business practices. That is why ABC is 
go o d fo r all three, the publisher, the ad­ 
v ertiser and the reader.

“ Team teaching ,” o r “ bet­ 
ter time utilizatio n” as it’s 
kno wn by the pro fessio nals, 
frees teachers to use their 
specific talents by allo wing 
them to po o l their reso urces. 
It can be as simple or com­ 
plex as a school district chooses 
to make it. Team teaching is 
so new there hasn't been time 
for thinking on it to fossilize.

which can afford to experi­ 
ment. 
Many Marin County school 
administrators 
and 
teachers 
hav e inaugurated team teach­ 
ing programs this year and 
last, as they say, “with some 
apprehension.” These men and 
women hav e earned the right 
to be called the true pioneers 
in education today. Here, in 
their own w’ords, are descrip­ 
tions of team teaching done in 
their schools and its effect on 
the students participating in it.

In the Bel Air Scho o l in 
Tiburó n, u n d e r principal 
Jo hn Fitch, all first g rade 
teachers wo rk to g ether plan­ 
ning their pro g ram so so me 
classes can be taug ht to g eth­ 
er. One teacher then g iv es 
the main lesso n while the

Similar programs hav e been

Pino formerly 
was assistant superintendent of 
Lamphere Public Schools in 
Madison Heights, Mich., one of 
the innov ators in the field of 
team teaching. 
At the Lucas Valley School 
in Marinwood, a part of the 
Dixie district, upper grades are 
combined for a team teaching 
reading program wrhere each 
teacher is able to work with a 
group of similar ability.

Den- 
nie B. Willis. “ We’v e div ided 
the fo urth, fifth and six th 
g raders up to g ether acco rd­ 
ing to their reading abilitv . 
Last y ear the results were 
pheno menal as far as rapid 
learners were co ncerned. All 
the students like it because 
they ’re do ing what they can 
do and want to do .”

Lucey , a Drake histo ry teacher 
who , with teacher Duane Mil­ 
ler, o rig inated the pro g ram. 
“ We’v e co mbined the senio i 
histo ry classes. We think It’s 
redundant fo r o ne teacher to 
g iv e 
the same lecture fiv e 
times a day . This way , o ne 
teacher g iv es the lecture o nce 
to the entire g ro up. The idea 
is that the teacher has mo re 
time to prepare a better lec­ 
ture. The o ther teachers are 
free to meet in seminars with 
small g ro ups.

Fore ign Study Be c oming Major Tre nd 
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Overseas study is taking the 
shape of a major trend in U. S. 
higher education. Formerly, it 
attracted only graduate stu­ 
dents and a few rare under­ 
graduates. But today, were they 
all in one place, our wandering 
scholars would fill a university 
larger than all but a half dozen 
universities 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
According to estimates, near­ 
ly 
25,000 young Americans 
from hundreds of U. S. colleges 
will spend at least part of the 
1962-63 school year at foreign 
universities. Notable is the fact 
that a growing proportion of 
the U. S. students heading 
overseas is made up of under­ 
graduates, chiefly sophomores 
and juniors. 


AS MIGHT BE expected, Eu­ 
rope is experiencing the largest 
influx. Seven of every 10 U. S. 
collegians enrolled in other 
countries this year will be 
studying there. 
What’s behind this trend? 
The broader world view of to­ 
day’s student, says the Institute 


of European Studies, largest 
U. S. organization conducting 
foreign 
study programs for 
American undergraduates. 


Travel certainly lures some 
students. 
But 
officials 
find 
more 
and 
more 
youngsters 
want to enrich their future 
studies through on-the-spot in­ 
vestigation of Europe’s culture, 
history, politics and languages. 
Back on their “ home” cam­ 
puses, most prove to be better 
students for the experience. 


Helping 
to 
stimulate 
the 
trend is the cost of study over­ 
seas, where universities are 
often heavily subsidized. Eleven 
months in Europe may cost 
from $2,000 to $2,500, includ­ 
ing full tuition for the year, 
room, board, study trips with 
academic guides, and round- 
trip ocean-passage — roughly 
equal to a year’s tuition, room 
and board at private U. S. col­ 
leges. A six-month stay, includ­ 
ing a semester of study, may 
range from $1,400 to $1,600. 


BUT THE UNWARY student 


faces problems and pitfalls. 
Foreign study, it says, is re­ 
warding in the degree to which 
the student can be “ immersed” 
in the European university and 
the culture of a different land. 
The amount of immersion de­ 
pends on his previous educa­ 
tion, his ability in a foreign 
tongue, and his capacity for ad­ 
justing to alien ways. 


The alternative to “ immer­ 
sion” is “ drowning,” which the 
Institute believes is the almost 
certain fate of the average U. 
S. undergraduate who attempts 
independent study in Europe. 
Universities there are essen­ 
tially 
graduate 
schools 
for 
those who have a solid back­ 
ground of general knowledge 
and can exercise considerable 
initiative in specialized studies 
and research. No homework, 
quizzes, term papers or mid­ 
semester exams are used to 
guide and measure scholastic 
progress. 


The vast differences between 
the two systems have chal- 


lenged 
American 
educators 
convinced of the value of for­ 
eign study for U. S. undergrad­ 
uates. To bridge the “ educa­ 
tional gap” they have supple­ 
mented 
European 
university 
courses with language instruc­ 
tion, special lectures and orien­ 
tation to Europe. 


THE RESULT IS an accom­ 
modation of European learning 
to U. S. college requirements. 
American colleges are keeping 
close tabs on overseas study in 
the absence of international ac­ 
crediting agencies, but most of 
them accept credits earned on 
programs they regard as aca­ 
demically sound. 
Some 200 U. S. colleges and 
universities have approved the 
three programs conducted by 
the institute in Europe. In each 
of its centers— in Vienna, Paris 
and Freiburg, West Germany 
—the institute combines formal 
lectures, 
seminars and 
aca­ 
demic field-study w’ith oppor­ 
tunities for immersion in the 
European university. 
Students 
live 
in 
private 


homes to deepen their acquain­ 
tance with European life. Dur­ 
ing university vacation periods, 
faculty members lead them on 
study trips in western Europe 
to give them firsthand experi­ 
ence of art, culture and politi­ 
cal institutions and provide 
them with background for for­ 
mal course work. 


THE VIENNA AND Paris 
programs are open to juniors 
and some sophomores, while 
the Freiburg program is limited 
to juniors. 
Most educators agree that, 
in the sciences and in business 
fields, for example, foreign uni­ 
versities can add little to what 
the U. S. undergraduate may 
readily obtain at home. What 
Europe does have to offer, 
especially to liberal arts stu­ 
dents and those in general 
studies, is the wealth of its art, 
literature, history, political va­ 
riety, cultural tradition and 
languages. 
Those 
attractions 
are helping to make Europe a 
“ branch campus” for U. S. col­ 
legians.

49 Of 76 Aboard Ditched Plane Plucked From Atlantic 


Gale Hinders 


Rescue; Six 


Bodies Found

LONDON (4*) — Battling 
raging seas, rescuers today 
plucked from the North At­ 
lantic 
49 survivors of a 
ditched chartered airliner 
carrying American service­ 
men and their families. A 
grim search continued for 
21 others — including two 
children— still missing. 
Only six bodies have been 
recovered. 
A massive international 
air-sea mercy fleet converg­ 
ed on the crash scene 500 miles 
west of Ireland. 


The British Air Ministry 
said five of the six rafts 
carried by the Flying Tiger 
airliner had been accounted 
for. Radio reports that more 
survivors were sighted cling­ 
ing to another raft were be­ 
ing investigated. 


One rescue ship radioed she 
had sighted a raft but as dark­ 
ness fell no further word was 
received and hope faded. 
Gale winds and heavy seas 
also hampered rescue opera­ 
tions as seaplanes were pre­ 
vented from letting down on 
the water. 
The four-engine Super Con­ 
stellation took off from Mc­ 
Guire Airport, N. J., Sunday 
bound for Germany and ditch­ 
ed at 10:12 p.m. after the pilot | 
radioed three of the engines 
failed. 
The Swiss ship Celerina ra­ 
dioed that she had picked up 
the 49 survivors. 


The survivors — some in­ 
jured and all of them suf­ 
fering from shock — were 
transferred from the Celer­ 
ina to the Canadian aircraft 
carrier Bonaventure by heli­ 
copter. 


The 
Bonaventure 
radioed 
that she was proceeding toward 
Ireland while the survivors re­ 
ceived medical care in her sick 
bay. The carrier expected to 
land the people at Shannon by 
helicopter Tuesday night. 
The pilot of the downed 
plane. Capt. John D. Murray of 
Oyster Bay, N. Y.. radioed of 
his fight to keep the plane in 
the air before ditching. He was 
j 
reported to be one of the sur­ 
vivors. 


Capt. Milton McCurry of 
Miami, Fla., pilot of one of 
the 
returning 
amphibious 
search planes, told newsmen 
at Prestwick, Scotland, there 
was a strong possibility that 
the missing passengers had 
a chance for survival if they 
were on rafts and could be 
picked up soon. 


The chartered airliner car­ 
ried 76 persons—68 American 
servicemen and their families, 
and a crew of eight. 
Two dramatic races were in 
progress. 
In one the rescue ships and i 
planes were desperately trying 
to locate the missing survivors 
before 10-foot waves, cold and j

The turnout yesterday is believed to be the largest, 
percentagewise, ever to receive polio inoculation in any 
one day in any county in the United States. 
It topped the turnout in the five other Bay Area 
counties which joined with Marin, through their medical 
societies, for a coordinated K.O. Polio campaign. The 
six-county turnout yesterday totaled 2,537,700 people. 
Said Dr. Eugene P. Shatkin, chairman of the Marin 
Medical Society's K.O. Polio committee: 
“In vaccinating 84.5 per cent of our population, we 
exceeded our most optimistic expectations and are proud 
to announce that Marin County has achieved the highest

Sausalito's nine police re­ 
serve officers come from as far 
as San Rafael on the north and 
Daly City on the south. 
Five change khaki uniforms 
( of the day for blue uniforms 
and badges at night. They are 
soldiers. 
Of the other four, two work i 
foj the federal government, 
one for Marin County, and one | 
is a banker. 
AH have one thing in com­ 
mon: They like working in 
law enforcement. 


Sausaiito Police Chief How­ 
ard Goerndt sums them up 
succinctly: ‘-They’re a God­ 
send,” he says. 


The nine “unsung heroes” 
are required to work an aver­ 
age of eight hours every two 
weeks but have been putting 
in many more hours than that. 


the chief said.

They work mostly during j 
evenings on the four to 12 
shift. 
Requirements are the 
same as for regular patrolmen, 
Goerndt added. The men are 
given on-the-job training by 
Goerndt, training officer Tom 
Zink, and the senior officer on 
duty. 


“They spend 70 per cent 
of their time patrolling the 
hill 
areas.” 
Goerndt 
con­ 
tinued. They carry guns, are 
provided with jackets, trous­ 
ers and hats, are loaned hat 
pieces and badges and must 
buy 
their 
own 
‘ leather.” 
Leather consists of handcuffs 
and holder, gun and holster. 


If reserve officers are called 
to work by the chief, they are 
paid $2.30 an hour. If they are 
serving regular required hours, 
they are unpaid.

Atmosphere Linked 


To Cancer Of Lungs 


Bv DELOS SMITH 
NEW YORK (UPD—A scien­ 
tific team led by an authority 
on environmental cancer be­ 
lieves every community has its 
own atmospheric potential for 
causing lung cancer and it’s 
high time these individual po­ 
tentials were being minutely 
investigated. 
Dr. W. C. Heuper, chief of 
the environmental cancer sec­ 
tion of the National Cancer In­ 
stitute. and his five associates, 
investigated only four poten­ 
tials from the atmospheres of 
eight 
American 
cities 
and 
found all of them capable of 
causing cancer— in mice. 


The four potentials were 
aromatic and aliphatic hydro­ 
carbons which the exhausts 
of motor vehicles and indus­ 
trial plants put into the at­ 
mosphere. The eight cities 
were Atlanta. Ga., Birming­ 
ham, Ala., Cincinnati, O., De­ 
troit, Los Angeles, New Or­ 
leans,, San 
Francisco and 
Philadelphia.

tween air pollutants and heard 
hazards, 
including 
cancers,” 
they said in reporting to a 
technical organ of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Assn.

State banking officials took 
sharpest issue with the pro­ 
posals that wrould grant nation­ 
al banks broader lending auth­ 
ority and permit them to estab- 
j lish branch offices in areas 
where this authority would

Harry B. Freeman, president 
of the state bank division, said 
that such branching authority 
“without regard to state law is 
contrary to the state’s rights 
concept inerent in our present 
free enterprise system.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
ABC Is Good For Papers, 
Readers And Advertisers 


Every once in a while we like to call 
your attention to an unique organiza­ 
tion, a nationwide organization which 
performs a service of self-regulation to 
a great industry. 
We are speaking of the Audit Bureau 
of Circulation, better k n o w n as the 
ABC. Its purpose is to provide accurate 
information on how many copies of a 
newspaper, magazine or other publica­ 
tion are actually purchased; not printed, 
purchased. 
This is a three-way arrangement be­ 
tween the publishers, the advertisers 
and you, the readers. It's purpose is to 
benefit all three. 
Here’s how: 
Before ABC (and sometimes s t i l l , 
among publications which don't belong 
to ABO, claims of circulation were fan­ 
tastic. Sometimes the number of papers 
printed were cited. Other times, num­ 
bers of papers circulated were claimed 
as the net paid circulation, although no 
proof was given as to how many of them 
were paid for. 
How many paid readers a publication 
has is important to an advertiser be­ 
cause it has been clearly demonstrated 
that a reader is more interested in some­ 
thing he buys than in something given 
to him. He's interested enough to put 
out his money for it. 
This is not possible, of course, in the 
radio industry or in the television indus­ 
try, where they make fantastic claims of 
“readership,” claims that no one can 
prove or disprove. 
This is also not possible with other 
types of advertising, like billboards or 
streetcar posters, or even the junk mail 
you receive in your mailbox. There is no 
way to show advertisers what “reader­ 
ship” any of these advertising methods 
produce. 
But ABC provides this for printed 


publications. With a careful auditing 
system, carried on independently but 
with publishers' cooperation, net paid 
circulation figures are available for ad­ 
vertisers to know just what they are 
buying. 
And ABC is tremendously conserva­ 
tive, in fact lags well behind actual fig­ 
ures of a growing publication. For ex­ 
ample: 
The official ABC net paid circulation 
figure for the Independent-Journal right 
now is 28,702 papers. But that official 
figure was compiled as of Sept. 30, 
1961. Since then, the publisher's sworn 
statement of March 31, 1962, is 30,158 
p a p e r s and today’s net paid will be 
something over 31,000 papers. 
Nevertheless, until the ABC does its 
annual audit (we hope it will be soon) 
our ABC circulation remains at 28,702. 
Now what does such exactness mean0 
To the publisher, it means that his 
paper will be in fair competition with 
other publications and not involved in 
circulation flights of fantasy. 
To the advertiser, it means a solid 
foundation on which to determine what 
space to buy, to compare rates and to 
compare results. 
To the reader, reading an ABC news­ 
paper means he is dealing with solid, 
straight-forward business people, that 
the advertisements in it are there be­ 
cause the advertiser knows what he is 
buying and wants to buy it. That gives 
a reader knowledge that as the adver­ 
tiser can rely on what the publisher 
says, so can the reader rely on what 
both the publisher and the advertiser 
say. 
Good business practices mean reliable 
businesses. The ABC is proof of good 
business practices. That is why ABC is 
good for all three, the publisher, the ad­ 
vertiser and the reader.

BECOME A WELL-INFORMED VOTER 
Most voters have at least a passable knowl­ 
edge of presidential candidates, as well as 
those in their own election district. 
Wnere they fall short is in the wide mid­ 
dle group— the dozen or more offices be­ 
tween the top and bottom of the voting list. 
One post-election poll, for example, re­ 
vealed that less than a third of the voters 
in one state could name the Congressional 
candidate they had supported a short time 
before. 
Another poll asked a cross-section of citi­ 
zens if they could name the two men running 


for the Senate. Only 27 per cent could iden­ 
tify the man who had been representing 
them for the past six-year term, and only 7 
per cent knew w ho his opponent was. 
Laborious as it is to make a reasonably 
thorough investigation of candidates, there 
is no surer way to exercise your God-given 
freedom of choice in a responsible manner. 


“Do not neglect the grace that is in 
you.”

Lodge is not going to throw 
in the towel—he is not that 
kind of a person or that kind 
of a campaigner—but Ken­ 
nedy’s massive vote gives him 
a tremendous leg-up in the 
election. 
I’m not saying that Ken­ 
nedy is in. But the odds are 
definitely on his side. Lodge 
will have to come from be­ 
hind with a rush if he is go- 
iing to have a fair chance of 
countering the political forces 
which the Democratic nomi­ 
nee now has going for him. 


TIIE ADVANTAGES which 
give Kennedy his formidable 
lead are these: 
1—His 2-to-l victory over 
Edward McCormack, himself 
a popular and powerful figure 
in Massachusetts, gave Ken­ 
nedy something like a 2-to-l 
victory over Lodge in this pre­ 
election trial run; that is, Ken­ 
nedy 
and

be­ 
tween them polled twice as

Laurence Cur­ 
tis in the Republican Sena­ 
torial primary. 
2— Since the proportion of 
registered Democrats to reg­ 
istered Republicans is 3-to-2, 
it is evident that the Kennedy- 
McCormack race drew many 
more independents to it than 
the Lodge-Curtis race, and in 
Massachusetts the independ­ 
ents hold the clear balance 
of power. 


3— AND THEN THERE is 
the White House— from whom 
many “blessings” can flow’. 
At a press conference several 
months ago, President Ken­ 
nedy was asked if he would 
actively help his brother get 
elected. 
He 
laughingly 
re­ 
marked that he didn’t expect 
to send in any political troops 


training missions. Let’s not be 
naive; before the Kennedy- 
Lodge campaign is over, there 
will be more than training 
missions coming from Wash­ 
ington. 


Bear in mind that Teddy 
Kennedy has made the cen­ 
tral slogan of his campaign: 
“1 can do more for Massa­ 
chusetts.” Obviously nothing 
could help him better than to 
be able to demonstrate that 
he can do things for Massa­ 
chusetts even before he is 
elected.

Doctors removed a piece of 
bone from the prizefighter’s 
skull yesterday to ease the 
pressure of his swelling brain. 
It was the third operation per­ 
formed on the boxer since his 
knockout loss to unheralded 
Johnny Riggins Friday night. 
After the three-hour opera­ 
tion, Dr. J. DeWitt Fox said 
the 212-pound, 6-foot-4 fighter 
is “far from out of danger.”

NEW YORK OJPI)—The wo­ 
man author of a best-selling 
series of children’s books be­ 
lieves today’s youngsters are 
losing touch with fantasy be­ 
cause of the nature of current 
writing for them. 
“The general run of reading 
material for them is factual,” 
said Pamela Travers, British 
author. “How to do this. How 
to do that!” 
To P. L. Travers, as she signs 
her works, “A balanced m enu” 
of reading for children must 
include fairy stories, 
“Fairy stories tell how to 
be,” she said. 
“They’re the 
lessons of the race. They in­ 
clude all the truths.” 
We asked Miss Travers to 
suggest what else should go in 
a balanced diet for children’s 
reading. 
“I would prefer the term 
‘food’,” she said. “Food is for 
eating when hungry. Diet con­ 
notes a regime.” 
She wouldn’t eliminate to­ 
day’s “How to” books from the 
menu. But she would suggest 
that parents always furnish the 
“food” of nursery rhymes and 
hymns, as well as the fairy 
tales. 


“THE 
OLD 
RHYMES 
are 
built on the same truths as the 
fairy tales,” said Miss Travers. 
“Lamentably,” 
she 
added, 
“not enough adults are read­ 
ing fairy tales now, either.” 
She added that for children 
reading should be for fun— 
they shouldn’t need to inter­ 
pret. But for adults, the ideal 
fairy story starts the reader 
asking questions . . . interpret­ 
ing “according to ones own 
morals.” 
Miss Travers said the true

Foreign Study Becoming Major Trend 


Overseas study is taking the 
shape of a major trend in U. S. 
higher education. Formerly, it 
attracted only graduate stu­ 
dents and a few rare under­ 
graduates. But today, were they 
all in one place, our wandering 
scholars would fill a university 
larger than all but a half dozen 
universities 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
According to estimates, near­ 
ly 
25,000 young Americans 
from hundreds of U. S. colleges 
will spend at least part of the j 
3962-63 school year at foreign * 
universities. Notable is the fact 
that a growing proportion of 
the U. S. students heading 
overseas is made up of under­ 
graduates, chiefly sophomores 
and juniors. 


AS M IG H T BE expected, Eu­ 
rope is experiencing the largest 
influx. Seven of every 10 U. S. 
collegians enrolled in other 
countries this year will be 
studying there. 
What’s behind this trend? 
The broader world view of to-1 
day’s student, says the Institute 


of European Studies, largest 
U. S. organization conducting 
foreign study programs for 
American undergraduates. 


Travel certainly lures some 
students. 
But 
officials 
find 
more 
and 
more youngsters 
want to enrich their future 
studies through on-the-spot in­ 
vestigation of Europe’s culture, 
history, politics and languages. 
Back on their “ home” cam­ 
puses, most prove to be better 
students for the experience. 


Helping 
to 
stimulate 
the 
trend is the cost of study over­ 
seas, where universities are 
often heavily subsidized. Eleven 
months in Europe may cost 
from $2,000 to $2,500, includ­ 
ing full tuition for the year, 
room, board, study trips with 
academic guides, and round- 
trip ocean-passage — roughly 
equal to a year’s tuition, room 
and board at private U. S. col­ 
leges. A six-month stay, includ­ 
ing a semester of study, may 
range from $1,400 to $1,600. 


BUT THE UNWARY student 


faces problems and pitfalls. 
Foreign study, it says, is re­ 
warding in the degree to which 
the student can be “ immersed” 
in the European university and 
the culture of a different land. 
The amount of immersion de­ 
pends on his previous educa­ 
tion, his ability in a foreign 
tongue, and his capacity for ad­ 
justing to alien ways. 


The alternative to “ immer­ 
sion” is “ drowning,” which the 
Institute believes is the almost 
certain fate of the average U. 
S. undergraduate who attempts 
independent study in Europe. 
Universities there are essen­ 
tially 
graduate 
schools 
for 
those who have a solid back­ 
ground of general knowledge 
and can exercise considerable 
initiative in specialized studies 
and research. No homework, 
quizzes, term papers or mid­ 
semester exams are used to 
guide and measure scholastic 
progress. 


The vast differences between 
the two systems have chal­ 


lenged 
American 
educators 
convinced of the value of for­ 
eign study for U. S. undergrad­ 
uates. To bridge the “ educa­ 
tional gap” they have supple­ 
mented 
European 
university 
courses with language instruc­ 
tion, special lectures and orien­ 
tation to Europe. 


THE RESULT IS an accom­ 
modation of European learning 
to U. S. college requirements. 
American colleges are keeping 
close tabs on overseas study in 
the absence of international ac­ 
crediting agencies, but most of 
them accept credits earned on 
programs they regard as aca­ 
demically sound.
